CLEWS AS TO STORES 


REPORTED FOUND 


Proprietors Expected to Be 


Questioned as to When 
or How Bills May Have 


Been Passed. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 1. — A de- 
tailed study of six notebooks in 
which Bruno Richard Hauptmann 
methodically jotted down his house- 
hold and financial records is being 
undertaken in a search for new 
evidence on the passing of Lind- 
bergh ransom money. 


District Attorney Samuel J. Fo- 
ley of the Bronx has guarded care- 
fully the memoranda found in the 
apartment of Hauptmann, already 
indicted for extorting the $50,000 
ransom. The records are’ under- 
stood, however, to have furnished 
clews as to shops in which Haupt- 
mann. passed some of the gold notes 
which have not yet come to light 
Proprietors of these stores will be 
cuestioned, it-was reported, for any 
as to when or how Haupt- 
mann may have disposed of the 
bills. 

Regarded as Potential Key. 
The books—some labeled “Memo- 
randum” and others “Addresses” — 
are regarded as one of the poten- 
tial keys in the case Foley and bis 
staff are attempting to build up 
against Hauptmann. His trial is 
expected to start in two weeks un- 
less New Jersey officials first move 
for extradition on murder or kid- 
haping charges. 

The journals, it was said unoffi- 
cially, contain Hauptmann’s expen- 
ditures from a date before the kid- 
naping until recent weeks. 

“There are entries in them con- 
cerning certain -items largely list- 
ed in the order of their occurrence,” 
Foley said, “but that is a matter 
of evidence and I don’t like to dis- 
cuss it.” 

Mental Tests of Hauptmann. 

Several psychiatrists, and not 
three as originally announced, will 
conduct mental examinations of 
Hauptmann, Foley announced to- 
day: 

Meantime, the short affidavit on 
which Hauptmann was held prior 
to his indictment, was dismissed by 
Magistrate William Klapp, in West 
Farms Court today. Hauptmann 
was not brought into court for. the 
routine proceedings, which required 
only about half a minute. 

“On the same facts and law as 
recited in the short affidavit before 
this Court,” Assistant Distriet At- 
torney Andrew McCarthy told the 
Court, “the defendant Hauptmann 
was indicted by the Bronx County 
jury and is now awaiting trial. In 
view of this faet, I ask that the 
short affidavit be dismissed and the 
defendant be discharged from this 
court.” 

Foley said the mental examina- 
tion of Hauptmann probably will 
take place Wednesday. 

“New Jersey has 
wants three psychiatrists,’ Foley 
said. “I want several myself, one 
of whom will be Dr. 8. Philip Good- 
hart, who has helped me in other 
cases... The defense has indicated 
an intention to have one present.” 

Additional Search of Home. 

The walls of Hauptmann’s apart- 
ment also will be examined in an 
effort to ascertain if any more of 
the ransom bills are hidden there.

FAVORS FEDERAL SUBSIDIES 
FOR TRANS-OCEAN DIRIGIBLES 


Former Senator Bingham Appears 
Before President’s Aviation 
Commission. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—Govern- 
ment subsidies for establishment of 
American lighter-than-air transport 
lines across the Atlantic and Paci- 
fic were advocated today by former 
Senator Hiram W. Bingham, presi- 
dent of the National Aeronautical 
Association. 

Appearing before the President's 
Aviation Commission, Bingham 
said the dirigibles would be more 


over land. 

“Would it be your idea,” asked 
Franklin K. Lane, “that the Gov- 
ernment furnish financial ’ assist- 
ance to such projects?” 

“Unquestionably,” Bingham 
plied, and added: 

“The airship should be a part of 
our merchant marine. The Govern- 
ment might very probably lend 
large assistance to any company es- 
tablishing Zeppelin service across 
the Atlantic and Pacific.” Bing- 
ham said designs for the dirigibles 
should be approved by the Navy 
Department, so that the craft might 
be used for scouting service in time 
of war. 

He cited gains to German trade 
from the Graf Zeppelin’s flights to 
South America and said American 
trade would benefit from establish- 
ment of such lines. 


The former Senator also advo- 
cated lowering of rates on air mail 
to three cents for letters and two 
cents for post cards. Aircraft de- 
signs should be protected by law, he 
said, and he advocated a bonus for 
important inventions such as exist 
in other countries.

Says Hale Won by Disfran- 
chisement of Thousands Who 
Had Received Relief. 


By the Associated Press. 

WATERVILLE, Me., Oct. 1— 
Charging election practices “tanta- 
mount to fraud,” F. Harold Du- 
bord, apparently defeated Demo- 
cratic candidate for United States 
Senator in the Sept. 10 election, last 
night announced his intention of 
contesting the re-election of Sena- 
tor Frederick Hale, Republican. 

Returns compiled by the Secre- 
tary of State indicated Hale’s re- 
election by a plurality of 1701. Du- 
bord, in letters to Secretary of State 
Robinson C. Tobey and Gov. Louis 
J. Brann, said he would challenge 
the result. 

In his letter, he charged irregu- 
larities in voting, illegal use of ab- 
sentee ballots and illegal registra- 
tion in various precincts. 


Dubord informed the Governor 
that “thousands of voters through- 
out the State have been illegally dis- 
enfranchised by Republican boards 
of registration” because they had 
been recipients of Federal relief 
funds. 

Misuse of Absentee Ballots. 

“Evidence continues to accumu- 
late,’ he wrote, “that the returns 
filed with the Secretary of State are 
not in accordance with the ballots 
actually cast in many voting pre- 
cincts in Maine. A* the proper time 
I shall request the Governor and 
council to correct the returns in ac- 
cordance with the vetes actually 
cast. 

“Substantial evidence also appears 
of irregularities, illegal use of ab- 
sentee ballots and illegal registra- 
tion of voters in precincts which ap- 
parently gave my Republican oppon- 
ent large majorities. These acts are 
tantamount to fraud and predicate 
a request that the entire vote of 
such precincts be rejected.” 

Referring to his charge that re- 
cipients of Federal relief had been 
stricken from the voting lists, Du- 
bord said: 

“A person cannot be construed to 
be a pauper unless he receives sup- 
plies Knowing them to be pauper 
supplies. Republican boards of reg- 
istration throughout the State of 
Maine have nullified ‘the efforts of 
the national cdministration by cru- 
elly and illegally striking out the 
names of thousands of men and 
women from the voting lists.

Issue of Disfranchisement. 

“Evidence indicates that a large 
majority of the men and women so 
disfranchised would have voted for 
me if their civil rights had not been 
illegally abrogated. At the proper 
time I propose to push this point to 
the fullest extent.”

NEW YORK, Oct..1—Fifty-three 
members of the Economists’ Na- 
tional Committee on Monetary Pol- 
icy yesterday called for election to 
Congress of candidates who “stand 
unqualifiedly for a sound money 
program.” 

They indorsed candidates who: 

“1. Will oppose any further weak- 
ening of our currency structure. 

“2. Will oppose any further de- 
valuation of our monetary unit. 

“3. Will oppose any further pro- 
silver measures. 

“4. Will oppose paper money in- 
flation in every form. 

“5. Will oppose bimetalism, sym- 
metalism and the commodity dollar. 

“6. Will vote for the repeal of all 
the currency provisions of the 
Thomas amendment of May 12, 
1933. 

“7. Will insist on a return to an 
outright gold standard with a unit 
of weight not less than the present 
15 5-21 grains of standard gold. 

“8. Will urge upon the Govern- 
ment co-operation in the interna- 
tional standardization of currency.” 

Otherwise, they believe, “this 
country may be plunged into an 
}orgy of currency inflation which 


will culminate in disaster and in 
the impoverishment of the great 
mass of our people.” 

Of the 93 members of the com- 
mittee, 53 favored the report and 
three did not approve it.

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PROPOSED MILK BILL 
CALLED INADEQUATE 


Health Commissioner Attacks 
Ordinance Agreed on by 
City and Dairies. 


The new milk ordinance to be in- 
troduced in the Board of Aldermen 
as a result of an agreement by the 
city producers and distrbiutors, is 
inadequate and should be replaced 
by the standard milk ordinance of 
the United States Public Health 
Service, Health Commissioner Bre- 
deck declared today in a prepared 
statement. 

Dr. Bredeck, wno had stated pre- 
viously that St. Louis distrbiutors 
were selling “bacteria soup,” ex- 
plained that the statement was is- 
sued at the request of the St. Louis 
Consumers’ Council and others in- 
terested in an adequate milk inspec- 
tion who had asked him to express 
his opinion on the proposed ordi- 
nance, 

“The seriousness of the situation,” 
he said, “requires that the Health 
Commissioner be procided with an 
ordinance which gives him suffi- 
cient power to enforce milk control 
in accordance with standard defini- 
tions of grade which will insure St. 
Louis a clean, safe, wholesome milk 
supply. 

“The ordinance also should pro- 
vide sufficient funds for a properly 
qualified personnel and require that 
all milk be properly labeled to in- 
sure quality. 

“IT have, therefore, in my annual 
report, recommended the standard 
ordinance of the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service, which meets:all 


the requirements for grading and 


degrading and the placing of prop- 
er of proper puwer in the Health 
Commissioner’s hands for adequate 
enforcement.” 

Dr. Bredeck stated that at least 
$120,000 a year would be required 
for adequate supervision and that 
this expense be borne by producers 
and distributors. It is estimated 
that the ordinance to be introduced 
would enable the city to spend 
about $95,000 a year for inspection, 
the producers and 
agreeing to pay $60,000 a year which 
might be added to the $35,000 now 


expended.

There was that much re- 
sented wise-crack by Terry, who, 
by winning yesterday from Brook- 
lyn, would have tied the Cardinals 
and thrown the race into a three- 
game play-off «series if the St. 

The doomed 
Terry had. remarked, with raised 
eyebrows: “Brooklyn? Are they still 
in the League?” 

The crowd watched two games— 
the canny defense and offense of 
the home team and the Dodgers’ 
valiant but apparently fruitless as- 
sault against Terry’s nine at New 
York as related by the scoreboard. 

“They're playing! They’re play- 
ing!” ‘The spectators greeted the 
block numerals on the scoreboard 
as the figures designating the New 
York and Brooklyn batteries were 
posted. 

Then the Cardinal Boys’ Band 
marched on the field to demand 
their attention. Halfway around 
the field they strutted, stopped at 
the flagmast for a flag-raising cere- 
mony and to the home plate, where 
Dizzy, his younger brother, Paul, 
and Manager Frisch were present- 
ed with diamond rings, and the 
younger Dean received a_ silver 
statuette to recall his recent no-hit 
game against the same Brooklyn 
team whose success in its last game 
of the season might mean so much 
to the Cards. 

Giants Off in Front. 

Added significance was given the 
latter presentation as, at that mo- 
ment, the scoreboard showed the 
result of the first inning of the 
Giant-Dodger game: New York 4, 
srooklyn OC. 

“It doesn’t make any difference 
if the Cards lose today,’ a leopard-

SUPREME COURT DISMISSES 
ONE OF NEW DEAL CASES 


Acts on Government’s Motion; Four 
Others Are Still 
Before It. ° 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1. — The 
Supreme Court opened its fall term 
today by dismissing one of the five 
cases in which the constitutionality 
of the New Deal is involved—that 
see*king *to punish East Texas oil 
men charged with producing more 
than the quota allotted them by 
that State. 

The Government, through James 
Crawford Biggs, the Solicitor-Gen- 
eral, sought dismissal on the ground 
that executive orders issued by 
President Roosevelt had inadvert- 
ently omitted the offense with 
which J. W. Smith and four other 
Gregg County, Tex., producers had 
been charged. Only recently—after 
the case had been appealed to the 
Supreme Court—was it discovered 
that the executive orders failed to 
prohibit oil production above state 
quotas. 

The Federal Court for Eastern 
Texas quashed the indictment 
against the men, ruling that the 
Federal Government had no author- 
ity to attempt to control produc- 
tion in the states. The case was 
appealed by the Government direct- 
ly to the Supreme Court. 

Two other oil cases attacking the 
constitutionality of Section 9C of 
the National Industrial Recovery 
Act and the oil code issued under 
it remain before the Supreme Court. 
In both cases the Eastern Texas 
District Court decided against the 
Government but was reversed by 
the Court of Appeals.

HIS CAMPAIGN 
AT FLAT RIVER 


Democratic Candidate for 
Senate Defends ‘New 
Deal,’ Assailing Critics of 


Roosevelt. 


ATTACKS RECORD 
OF PATTERSON 


Criticises Republican Oppo- 
nent for Voting Against 
Employment and Relief 
Measures. 


By the Associated Press. 

FLAT RIVER, Mo., Oct. 1.—The 
Democratic party will “whip the 
depression” and do it constitution- 
ally, meanwhile “retaining the pres- 
ent industrial system in every re- 
spect,” Harry S. Truman of Inde- 
pendence, Democratic nominee for 
United States Senator, said in open- 
ing his campaign here today, 

The entire campaign of those 
questioning the constitutionality of 
major national administration poli- 
cies was characterized by Truman 
as “political clap-trap.” The proper 
place to learn whether or not the 
New Deal is unconstitutional, he de- 
clared, is in the courts and not be- 
fore the people. 

Truman predicted that the Dem- 
ocratic party would “bring a new 
and better social order in spite of 
all opposition.” 

Says Campaign Is Unprecedented. 
In al! American history, he said, 
“there has never been a political 
campaign displaying the spectacle 
we witness at this time.’ 

“Men of position in society and 
of great wealth are attacking the 
very foundation of our Govern-| 
ment, inciting hatreds and trying to 
creat sectional and Class discord,” 
he contined. “They are attempting 
to rise toc fury a nation which has 
just been calmed of revolutionary 
and violent thought by the direct 
effort of our President. Strangely 
enough, they are attacking the in- 
strument of their own salvation, the 
New Deal.” 

“They charge that the New Deal 
is not constitutional,’ he said. The 
only evidence that it is unconstitu- 
tional, he declared, are the attacks 
of opponents. 

Denounces “New Deal” Critics. 
Declaring that a “clique of hy- 
brid Democrats and Republicans” 
were engaged in the attack on the’ 
Roosevelt policies, Truman said: 
“We see on one side reactionary 
and disappointed candidates among 
the Democrats,” he said. “We see 
men who tried vainly to inject their 
outmoded social and economic ideas 
on the last Democratic national 
convention in Chicago, where they 
vainly sought to obtain a majority 
of the Platform Committee. After- 
ward, they opposed every candidate 
of liberal tendency, venting the ut- 
most venom on Franklin D. Roose- 
velt when it appeared that his can- 
didacy had become formidable. 

“On the other side we see former 
President Hoover, Senator Patter- 
son, Senator Fess, Ogden L. Mills, 


the munition king and contributer 
to the campaign funds of all par- 
ties in the sacred name of his busi- 
ness of blood and slaughter, whose 
munitions have slain more liberty 
than the swords of all the Caesars:

Here Patterson, arch enemy of the 
farmer and worker, reigns as 
suzerain of the forces which would 
smother a better and brighter day 
for this nation. Patterson has seen 
fit to take rugged: individualism as 
the main point of his _ political 
creed. 

“He and his votes epitomize that 


unholy belief. I am opposed to 
rugged individualism and _all its 
works.” 


Truman assailed Patterson for 
voting against employment and re- 
lief measures passed during the 
Roosevelt administration.

HORSE HOLDS Fils OWN 
IN PROPHET’S PARADE 


His Again Will Be the Knee 
Action in Tomorrow 
Night’s Procession. 


Stream lines and knee action in 
the Veiled Prophet’s fifty-fifth an- 
nual parade tomorrow night will 
be furnished, as in past years, by 
the trimly-draped horses which 
draw the floats. 

While nearly all branches of in- 
dustry and public service have been 
motorized, the Prophet, like a pop- 
ular radio comedian, has stuck to 
his horses. In the early years, the 
parade made its way downtown 
over Locust street, then one of the 
few asphalt-paved thoroughfares, 
which had no car tracks west of 
Thirteenth street. Illumination was 
furnished by torches, carried by 
husky servitors of the Prophet. 

Trolley Wires for Lighting. 

Then, about 30 years ago, the plan 
of routing the parade on street car 
tracks, and taking electric illumina- 
tion from the trolley wires, was 
adopted. This gave some persons 
the idea, which still persists, that 
the parade was run by electric pow- 
er, But the faithful horses, four 
to a float, have been in their places 
every year. 

Ninety-two horses are needed to 
draw the 20 floats and _ furnish 
three. reserve teams, two of which 
proceed in the parade, while a third 
team is kept at the starting point, 
awaiting an emergency cal) which, 
from past experience, is very un- 
likely to come. 

Dairy and Drayage Teams. 

The horses are obtained from 
dairy and drayage companies, and 
some of them, accustomed to early 
morning duty in quiet streets, are 
made jittery by the lights, mug 
and surrounding ‘noises of the pa- 
rade. The horses have leaders, who 
usually are able to calm them and 
get out of them the not very heavy 
work of hauling the floats.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1. — The 


American consumer is paying more 
for his food today than he did a 
month ago, and will pay consider- 
ably more before next y2ar 

This was revealed here today in 


a survey by the consume;ss’ division 
of the Department of Axr.culture. 
It shows the housewives throughout 
the country are paying 7.7 per cent 
higher prices for the groceries and 
meats they buy than they did at 
this time last year, and 14.4 per cent 
more than two years ago. 
The report states in part: 
“While further increases are like- 
ly during the rest of this year and 
the first part of next year, the rise 
from this point on will be more 
moderate than in August.” 
Sharp Rise in August. 
Prices of practically all foodstuffs 
experienced a sharp jump during 
the last two weeks of August. 
Though the average increase in this 
period is set at 3.2 for all foods, it 
is considerably higher for many. 
Bread prices have risen steadily 
since early in July, and continued 
their advance by 0.1 cent a pound in 
the latter part of August. Retail 
cost of butter has skyrocketed 17 
per cent since April. Increases in 
the last four months in important 
commodities, are given in percent- 
age rises in the report as follows: 
Milk, up 2.7 per cent; cheese, 3 per 
cent; butter, 17 per cent; round 
steak, 12.5; rib roast,, 7.9; chuck 
roast, 8.9; pork chops, 34.9; lard, 
27.2; ham, 33.7; eggs, 40; white 
bread, 5.0; rye bread, 3.5; and whole 
wheat, 2.3. 
Flour Prices Higher. 
Similarly, prices of flour, maca- 
roni, wheat cereal, corn, peas, spine 
ach, peaches, pears, pineapples, ba- 
nanas and oranges are bringing ma- 
terially high-r prices than in April, 
The survey reveals that of every 
419.08 being spent for food supplies 
at the end of August. the former is 
getting $7.50, leaving $11.58 to cover 
cost of transporting, processing and 
marketing. This is appreciably 
more than the farmer had been ob- 
‘f-ing in recent vears. 


380,000 DROUTH-CATTLE 
PURCHASED IN MISSOURI 


60,000 Already Slaughtered Under 
Contracts and Canned for 
Storage. 

By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 1. — 
Since the program of buying cattle 
in drouth stricken areas of Missouri 
started two months ago, 380,000 cat- 
tle have been moved from farms 
where pastures and forage crops 
were ruined by the extreme heat. 

W. T. Angle, in charge of the 
cattle buying program, estimated to- 
day that approximately 550,000 cat- 
tle will be moved from the drouth 
areas before the first of the year, 
Of the cattle moved, approximately 
60,000 have been slaughtered under 
contracts, processed and canned for 
storage. The original quota for 
purchase of cattle by the Federal 
Government was $700,000, but the 
recent change in weather conditions 
caused the reduction in purchases. 

The average ~ price paid for the 
drouth-stricken cattle has been 
$13.50 a head, Angle said. Cattle are 
still being shipped steadily out of 30 
counties in the State, mostly from 
the Southern half. The cattle not 
slaughtered for canning have been

DROUTH AREA FARMERS MAY

Farm Administration Rules This

day that corn-hog farmers might, 
under certain conditions, increase 
wheat plantings this year for har- 
vest in 1935 without violating their 
corn-hog contracts. 

The action, taken to encourage 
production of crops for use on 
farms early in 1935, does not apply 
of wheat adjustment 
contracts, officials said.

or 1933. The new ruling authorizes 
an increase in this acreage up to 
15 acres, but any grain in excess 
of the producer's base acreage must 
be fed to livestock or used othere- 
wise on the farm of the producer, 

These stipulations apply only in 
areas designated as emergeny or 
secondary drouth areas. Corn-hog 
contract signers outside of drouth 
areas who have no wheat base un- 
der their contracts may plant not 
more than two acres of wheat 
which must be used on their own 
farms.

STARTS AT 81 ON TRAIL 
OF ANCIENT CIVILIZATION 


Sir Flinders Petrie of London Ac- 
companied by Wife on Trip 
to Northern Syria. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 1.—Sir Flinders 
Petrie, eminent archaeologist, 81 
years old, has started to Northern 
Syria, in search of the remains of 
a civilization which he says flour- 
ished 5000 years ago. He will pur-| 
sue a trail pointed to him by dis- | 
coverers in Gaza where, he said, 
“every year quantities of pottery 
and jewelry quite foreign to Pales- 
tine have been unearthed.” 

“In North Syria lies the civiliza- 
tion which hitherto has not been 
tapped at all,” he said. “It is prac- 
tically unknown ground. The French 
have a magnificent site which is 
most valuable and most important 
—but a thousand years later than 
the period we want. We are sim- 
ply anxious to get at an earlier 
civilization, indications of which 
have not been, so far, found any- 
where but at Gaza.” 

The civilization he is seeking 
flourished between 2000 and 3000 
B. C., he said, in “one of the great- 
est periods and on a very much 
higher level of culture than the 
thousand years that followed. 

Sir Flinders is accompanied by 
his wife. He gave up his professor- 
ship in University College, London, 
and closed his home before leaving.

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CITY'S TUBERCULOSIS 
DEATHS DUWN 10 PCT. 


But Rate Per 100,000 Popula- 
tion in 1933. Was Five 
Above New York’s. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 1. — The tuber- 
culosis death rate is falling, but at 
a lesser rate than for several years, 
a survey by Godias J. Drolet of the 
New York Tuberculosis and Health 
Association discloses. The rate of 
decline in 1933 was 6 per cent. It 
has been as high as 11 per cent in 
a single year before the depression. 

The 1933 death rate for the 39 
lurgest American cities was 72 per 
100,000 population, a decline of 4 
per cent. St. Louis deaths were 75 
per 100,000, a decline of 10 per cent. 

Indicating that size of a city is 
less important than its health meas- 


ures, the survey points out that the 
five largest cities, each with more 
than 1,000,000 population, showed 
declines in tuberculosis deaths. 
Deaths for each city include not 
only residents who died at home, 
but those who died in institutions 
or other places away from the city. 
Increase in 10 Cities. 

Ten large cities had death in- 
creases: Boston, 7 per cent; Wash- 
ington 3; Newark 8; Seattle 13; 
Louisville 5; Dallas 8; Atlanta 1; 
Syracuse 16; Worcester, Mass., 4 
and Dayton, O., 46. (The actual rise 
in deaths at Dayton was 59.) 

The five largest cities, all with 
declines, are Chicago 2 per cent; 
New York 1; Detroit 4; Philadelphia 
1, and Los Angeles 8. Chicago had 
lowest death rate of the five— 
er 100,000 population. New York 
was second with 70. 

Four cities had “remarkably low 
tuberculosis death rates.” They 
were Syracuse 37; Minneapolis 37; 
Rochester, N. Y., 34; and Akron, O., 
32.

Scattered Returns From Six 
Counties Indicate Farm- 
ers Favor Keeping Pro- 
gram in 1935.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Oct. 1.—Scat- 
tered unofficial returns from Mon- 
roe, Randolph, Boone, Worth, 
Cole and Greene Counties indicate 
a 3-to-1 vote in favor of continuing 
the AAA corn-hog reduction pro- 
gram in 1935, according to J. W. 
Burch, State corn-hog program Ad- 
| minjstrator in charge of the Mis- 
souri poll. 

On the second question voted on 
—whether a one-contract-per-farm 
adjustment program including all 
grains and livestock should be 
placed in effect in 1936—Burch said 
farmers were expressing a 2-tol 
approval of establishment of the 


proposed change. Burch added 
that all non-signer votes reported 
so far have favored both continua- 
tion of the program for 1935 and 
the one-contract plan for 1036. 
Because of what AAA leaders 


| here’ believed to be efroneous re 


ports that farmers not participat- 
ing under AAA contracts were not 
being given sufficient voice in the 
referendum, Burch issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 


All Farmers Allowed Vote. 


“Instructions from Washington 
said that local corn-hog committees 


‘should decide whether non-signers 


should be allowed to vote. How- 
ever, in Missouri, in order to make 
the vote uniform, we decided to 
permit a vote for all bona fide pro- 
ducers—that is, any farmer who 
raises over 10 acres of corn—re- 
gardliess of whether he has signed 


an AAA contract. That includes 


| both questions. Any producer eligi- 
| ble to sign a corn-hog contract this 
year may vote at one of the regu-~- 
lar township meetings held for that 


purpose in his country. Each indi- 
vidual is allowed one vote regard-

| “No ballots will be signed,” Burch 
‘added, “nor will producers commit 
themselves in any way by their vot- 
‘ing.

Then along came the Bankhead bill and 
with it the announcement that the ad- 
mitted injustices worked in the reduction 
program 
into the Bankhead tax-free quotas. But 
they were not only repeated—they were 
intensified and extenced.. Whereas the 
rental payments affected only land own- 
ers and managing tenants, the Bankhead 
tax-free quotas affect equally the share 
croppers, who are much more numerous. 

In theory, the grower who has_ co- 
operated in the reduction plan is entitled 
to gin tax free his entire 1934 crop, pro- 
viding only that it does not exceed in 
per acre yield the average production 
over the base period—1928-32. In mid- 
picking season, it appears that we have 
made about an average crop. Individual 
growers have not yet been informed as 
to their Bankhead quotas, but figures in 
possession of the State Board make it 
apparent that the high-yielding co-operat- 
ing producer will be forced to pay tax 
on one-third to one-half his 1934 produc- 
tion. This, of course, constitutes a major 
calamity, involving a loss running to 
many tens of thousands, affecting nearly 
the entire population of the county; a 
loss occasioned by taxation clearly ille- 
gal and due mainly to errors made by 
statisticians. We have cited these errors 
and proved them. But we are up against 
bureaucracy with a big B and seemingly 
can get nowhere.

As it stands, we have been cheated 
going and coming, our “liberties” (Mr. 
Hoover’s kind) trampled in the dust. We 
have been jerked this way and that, prom- 
ised but not paid. We have been told to 
do this, then penalized because we didn’t 
do that. By the time we find what we've 
got to do, we’ve alrealy done the opposite 
because it seemed necessary and reason- 
able to do it. Are we outraged by the 
whole AAA program? Do we want to 
punch Henry Wallace’s nose and black 
Chester Davis’ right eye? 

Strange as it must seem to an outsider, 
we are not and do not. These gentlemen 
needn’t be afraid to come here. The fact 
is, we don’t think of them as gentlemen 
at all, and wouldn’t treat them as such. 
We look upon them as blood brothers who 
are giving the very best that is in them 
to help us see financial daylight once 
more. I’m not speaking for myself, but 
for the general run of farmers. I marvel 
at their patience and understanding. 
When they are harasscd and confused by 
restrictions and contradictions, they can 
easily see that the entire administrative 
personnel of the AAA has worked under 


great strain breaking entirely new ground. 


Of course, we all have questioned the 
wisdom of laws and rulings affecting us, 
but I have yet to hear any co-operating 
farmer question the fair and generous 
intent of anyone, high or low, occupied 
in the AAA administration. A great in- 
justice, due mainly to statistical bungling, 
has been done our county. I am sure we 
should already have gone personally to 
Washington to have the injustice correct- 
ed, except for the general feeling that as 
soon as the cotton harvest has advanced 
far enough to make the injustice stand 
out clearly, then it will be easy enough 
to have our “quotas” revised. 

We farmers certainly don’t know where 
we are going under present laws and rul- 
ings. Many of us are pretty sure we are 
not going in exactly the right direction. 
But there are mighty few of us who want 
to turn around and go back. We are more 
than Willing to blunder along with Wal- 
Jace and Davis for a while longer.

THE SUPREME COURT MEETS. 

The nine jurists who comprise the United States 
Supreme Court assemble today in Washington for 
what may prove to be one of the most momentous 
sessions in the history of that highest of the nation’s 
tribunals. In the eight months Which lie between 
Oct. 1 and June, the Chief Justice and the eight 
Associate Justices will be called upon to pass judg- 
ment in cases of great importance to the conduct 
of government, and hence to the people from whom 
alone government derives its powers. 

Challenging the alleged delegation of legislative 
authority by Congress to the President, three groups 
of Texas oil producers have carried as many suits 
to the Supreme Court in attempts to prevent en- 
forcement of oil production restrictions under the 
petroleum code. It is in these cases that phases of 
the National Industrial Recovery Act will first reach 
the high court. Another major act of the Roosevelt 
administration to be passed on is the congressional 
resolution cancelling the gold clause in contracts, 
upheld in June by Federal Judge Faris of St. Louis, 
who ruled that, despite the promise of the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad to- pay its bondholders in “gold 
coin,” they need now be paid only at the face value 
of the securities in current money. 

Hardly less important are the cases which involve 
the right of the Postmaster-General to cancel air 
mail contracts and the Senate’s 10-day jail sentence 
imposed on William P. McCracken, former Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce and more recently an attor- 
ney for aviation companies. Both these cases, it will 
be remembered, grew out of the senatorial investi- 
gation of air mail contracts. 

How the members of the court look on its place 
in American life today can be judged from the 
fact that while four of them—Justices Brandeis, 78 
years old; Van Devanter, 75, and Sutherland and 
McReynolds, each 72—are past the retirement age 
after 10 years of continuous service, there is not the 
slightest indication that one of them has resignation 
in mind. On the contrary, the impression in Wash- 
ington is that each of the four regards it as his 
duty to stay in his post as the controversial issues 
come up for review and judgment. 

The ages of the other members of the court— 
Chief Justice Hughes is 72, Justice Butler, 68: Jus- 
tice Cardozo, 64; Justice Stone, 62, and Justice Rob- 
erts, 59—serve as a further reminder that the na- 
tion’s highest bench is a body of elderly men. Not- 
able in this connection is the fact that after a year 
and a half in the presidency, Mr. Roosevelt has not 
named a single member. In practically the same 
length of time, President Harding had appointed no 
fewer than four members—the late Chief Justice 
Taft, the late Justice Sanford and Justices Sutherland 
and Butler. Similarly, in the comparatively short 
span from February, 1930, to March, 1932, President 
Hoover named three members—Chief Justice Hughes 
and Justices Roberts and Cardozo. 

It is interesting, incidentally, to note that this 
session of the court will be its last in its present 
quarters in the Capitol. For the new $9,000,000 
Supreme Court building is nearing completion and 
will be ready for occupancy a year from now. Fate, 
with a fine sense of the fitness of things, seems to 
have decreed that the final session in the historic

Only the players themselves cherished the 
belief that the top was still attainable, and as the 
remnant of the season raveled off the calendar, with 
the Giants still maintaining their lead, it may be 
that the Cardinals now and then had a moment of 
doubt. If they did, they never confessed such a 
sentiment. 

They drove on relentlessly, occasionally experienc- 
ing a reverse, when a lost decision was something 
like the crack of doom, swinging back into their 
stride the next day, until at last they confronted an 
alternative where they were obliged, as it then ap- 
peared, to sweep the concluding series of four games 
with Cincinnati. The floundering Giants faced the 
grisly necessity of twice defeating the lowly 
Brooklyns. 

Well, the Cardinals did precisely what they had to 
do, did it with consummate artistry and silencing 
emphasis, while the Giants failed ingloriously, And, 
instead of a post--season series to determine the Na- 
tional League leadership, and a new chapter in the 
spangled annals of baseball, here are the Cardinals 
impressively at the zenith and about to measure 
strength with the Detroit Tigers for the highest of 
the diamond honors. 
A truly great baseball team, the Cardinals, splen- 
didly piloted by Manager Frisch, possessing in the 
Dean brothers two pitchers who have dazzled the 
baseball_world, but pre-eminently a team with a fight- 
ing heart, at every spot, in every circumstance.

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PAYING FOR THE DROUTH. 

How much will the past summer's destructive 
drouth cost the people of the United States? It is 
impossible to determine an exact total, but all the 
estimates are tremendous figures. The Department 
of Agriculture said in August that the drouth dam- 
age would total five billion dollars, distributed over 
24 states. On the other hand, the total income of all 
farmers for 1934 is estimated to be about a billion 
dollars greater than it would have been without AAA 
payments and higher prices brought largely by 
drouth-induced scarcity. 

The latest figures indicate: corn, oats, barley and 
sorghum yields 34,000,000 tons below. normal, with a 
shortage of 600,000,000 bushels of corn alone, even 
after figuring carry-over; a hay crop two-thirds of 
normal; a cotton crop three-quarters of normal. 
Such facts signify a greater outlay for the buyer, but, 
on the other hand, a greater income for the producer. 
The cost of Federal drouth relief stands so far at 
$525,000,000, the amount voted by Congress, which 
must, of course, be borne by the taxpayer. Between 
300,000 and 400,000 families in the drouth regions are 
being supported in whole or in part from this fund. 
States and local communities are also contributing 
in the emergency. 

More directly than even tax payments, fncreasing 
food prices will bring the cost of the drouth home to 
the public. Retail food prices, the Labor Department 
announced last week, now are at the highest point 
since October, 1931, with an increase of 29.2 per cent 
from the low point, in April, 1933. 

The matter is checked directly to the drouth by Dr. 
Frederic C. Howe, consumers’ counsel for the AAA, 
who says: “Somebody has to pay for the drouth, and 
the consumers will foot the larger part of the bill 
by paying more for what they eat during the coming 
year.” | 

Government authorities some months ago predicted 
higher prices for food this fall and winter, while 
giving assurance there would be no shortage. Action 
against profiteers also was threatened, a timely 
warning which should be repeated and backed by 
drastic steps to check attempts at capitalizing on the 
drouth disaster, 

For it was a disaster that the country experienced 
last summer, which promises to have widespread ef- 
fects upon our economic, social and political struc- 
ture. The Government already has shouldered a 
gigantic burden in attempting to cope with the ef- 
fects of prolonged depression. The task now is ag: 
gravated as the country attempts to supply relief and 
pay for the drouth.

UESTION. Why, Senator, are we in the 
() as of an epidemic of so oat 
Answer, Because the “workers have 
gone through the harrowing experiences of 
‘unemployment. They have suffered terribly. 
Now they want their share of returning 
prosperity, and they intend to get it. 
Q. Haven't there been more strikes than 
after other depressions? 
A. Every depression is followed by strikes. 
But there have been fewer during the last 
year than during similar periods in the past. 


That may surprise you, but it’s true. The 
statistics will bear me out. 
@. What causes the strikes? A lot of 


people think the administration has perfect- 
ed machinery to stop strikes. 

A. It has not done so yet. The machinery 
in operation is far from perfect. Many em- 
ployers are unwilling to give the workers a 
fair share of the profits. A chief cause for 
the current strikes is the reluctance of these 
employers to recognize that, under the Na- 
tional Recovery Act, the workers have the 
right to get together and bargain for fair 
wages. 

Q. Why aren’t such employers indicted? 

A. For two reasons: We are trying a 
process of education first. In the second 
place, prosecution would, at the moment, in- 
volve long, technical delays and throw a 
heavy burden on our judicial system. 

Q. To what extent are over-zealous labor 
leaders responsible for the strikes? 

A. To a large extent. The NRA has placed 
great power in the hands of the leaders. 
They are human. Some of them are abusing 


that power. 
« . s 


Q. May we expect that the strikes will 
continue this fall and winter? 

A. Yes; unless wages are brought into line 
with the prices, and the provisions of the 
NRA are obeyed by both employers and 
employes. 

Q. But, Senator, won't these labor disputes 
retard the recovery program? 

A. No program is helped by _ disputes. 
Every tie-up means a loss to the industry 
involved and to the country as a whole. But 
I don't believe the strikes will halt recovery 
unless they increase greatly in number and 
magnitude. 

Q. Is the average full-time worker better 
off than he was in March, 1933? 

A. Not entirely. The money income of the 
average full-time worker is one-fourth larger. 
But prices have risen even faster than wages, 
and as a result the worker buys slightly less 
with his earnings. 

Q. Do you actually mean that nothing has 
been accomplished for the working man; 
that he is worse off than in 1933? 

A. Oh, no! You asked me about the aver- 
age full-time worker. There have been far 
too few of these. But the earnings of the 
working class as a whole have increased tre- 
mendously, because of re-employment and 
shorter hours. The working class is better 
off by at least $400,000,000 per month than a 
year ago. 

Q. Assume, Senator Wagner, that a com- 
pany must efther lower wages or cut divi- 
dends; which action should it take? 

A. No company which fails to pay wages 
that provide a fair standard of living has a 


right to pay dividends at the same time. On 
the other hand, fair-minded and loyal work- 
ers who have been well paid will agree to 
moderate pay cuts when a depression comes. 
We must recognize that capital is entitled to 
a return just as much as labor. The point 
is that neither must be permitted to wax 
fat at the expense of the other. Wise labor 
leaders are so advising their organizations. 

Q. How successful has the National Labor 
Board been? How many disputes have you 
settled and how many men have you put 
back to work? 

A. I wish we had been more successful. 
Remember, the board has no legal power to 
end strikes. But we have settled by media- 
tion almost 2000 disputes, and more than 
1,000,000 men went back to their jobs through 


our efforts. 
. * . 


Q. Do you think that the National Labor 
Board or another Government agency should 
be given more power to end strikes? 

A. I don’t. Unless we want a dictatorship, 
we can’t end strikes by law. I don't be- 
lieve we should do so. 

Q. How, then, can they be ended” 

A. Right now, with social conditions chang- 
ing so rapidly, they can’t be. But a Gov- 
ernment board can endeavor to persuade 
employers and employes to live up to the 
letter and spirit of the NRA. And it can 
direct the force of public opinion against 
the side which it believes in the wrong. 

Q. But I understand the Federal agencies 
discourage strikes. Don’t they thereby take 
away labor’s most effective weapon? 

A. The strike 1s less effective than a lot 
of labor leaders think. It engenders hatred, 
suffering and losses which, in the long run, 
the worker shares. The labor leader of the 
future will use the strike as a last resort. 
An unnecessary strike indicates incompetent 
labor leadership. True collective bargaining, 
in which each side gets a fair deal, should 
eliminate strikes. But don’t misunderstand 
me; I would not take away the right of 
labor to strike. 

Q. Where can we get wiser and more able 
labor leaders” 

A. I wish that college graduates — young 
men trained in economics and finance 
would enter the labor movement. They 
would bring to it intelligence and trained 
leadership. They would have a useful and 
important career. 

Q. How, meanwhile, will the Government's 
labor mediation boards control the existing 
leaders? 

A. They won’t. No body of five or seven 
men ean or should control the leaders of 
hundreds of thousands of people. This is 
still a democracy. Force has never been an 
effective remedy for unwisdom. 

Q. There seem to be wide discrepancies in 
the estimates of the number of people out 
of work today. What are the facts? 

A. Nobody knows. For a long time, we 
did not want to know. My guess is that 
about 10,000,000 people can’t get work. 

Q. Isn't the middle-class, white-collar work- 
er the Forgotten Man of the New Deal? 

A. He hasn't been helped as much as men 
in some other groups. He is paying, in 
higher prices, more than his share of the

0} SPECIES IN DAY 


Covey of Young Quail Found 
in Shaw’s Garden—Singers 
Gone South. 


Brilliant Baltimore orioles and 
mischievous yellow-breasted chats, 
with most of the other feathered 
dandies of spring, have migrated 
southward and winter’s harbinger, 
the dreary, gray junco, has replaced 
them, members of the St. Louis Bird 
Club and the Webster Groves Na- 
ture Study Society, discovered yes- 
terday in their annual fall field 
trip. Sixty-one species. were noted 
in the Creve Coeur region, Ranken 
area, Forest Park and Shaw’s Gar- 
den, a preliminary check reveals. 


The gay colors and cheery songs 
of spring were missing. The jaunty 
warblers, their many colored coats 
‘lacking the luster of May and June, 
numbered but five species instead 
of 30. A few parula warblers car- 
ried an air of spring about them as 
they flitted from tree to tree at 
Creve Coeur in their slate-blue 
coats, patched with greenish yellow. 


Kingfishers Despondent. 


Some kingfishers, permanent resi- 
dents in the St. Louis area, their 
lead-blue coats unruffled as they 
snatched minnows from the lake, 
sailed along, apparently too de- 
spondent to give their rattling 
yells. The green herons, with re- 
ceding heats, long crests, dark green 
coats and poking bills, stood about 
the waterfront in the gawky man- 
ner that earns them the nicknames 
of “chuckleheads” and “louts.” 

A bit of excitement was added 
when a red-headed woodpecker, 
frantically forcing his galloping 
flight for all it was worth, hove 
into sight with a _ sharp-shinned 
hawk, notorious as a killer and 
often referred to as “feathered 
lightning,” in close pursuit. The 
woodpecker streaked for a tree, 


hole as several birders stood abouf 
the base watching. 

In the Ranken area, southwest 
of Valley Park, the prize observa ' 
tion was an olive-sided flycatcher. 
Heretofore the flycatcher has not 
been reported here after Sept. 15. 
A transient visitant, it is a dark 
brown bird, about seven inches 
long, with olive gray sides and 
brown wings tipped with white. 
The chin, throat and most of the 
breast are a yellowish white. An- 
other interesting observation at 
Ranken was that of an immature 
Maryland yellow-throat, whose face 
lacked the black mask worn by the 
adult. 


Quail Seen in Park. 


A pied-bill grebe, otherwise known 
as “hell-diver,” was seen floating 
serenely in a lake at Shaw’s Gar- 
den. A covey of young quail, about 
half grown, was another observa- 
tion unusual for the garden.

We must plan for a fu- 
ture when wealth produced by our 
industries will be equitably distrib- 
uted and will create a new standard 
of living. We must have a living 
standard which will use the capac- 
ity of our industries and the ca- 
pacity of our man power. 

“We cannot be content with the 
living standards of five years ago. 
For.the constant increase in pro- 
duction per worker in our indus- 
tries creates a constantly greater 
production to be consumed. In 
our manufacturing industries, the 
increase in hourly producing power 
per worker goes steadily forward at 
the rate of.about 4 per cent per 
year, and gains in other industries 
are similar.

California Court Sustains State 


Recovery Law.

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 1. — The 
California District Court of Appeals 
here has upheld the legality of the 
California Recovery Act, which de-

“When the business men of the

Government has_ provided some 
new methods of adjustment.

ITALY DENIES REPORTS 
OF FRENCH ALLIANCE 


Conference With Barthou 
Probably Will Be Set 
for November. 


By the Associated -’ress, 

ROME, Oct. 1. — A spokesman 
for the Government yesterday de- 
nied reports of an Italo-French 


liance under which France was to 
give Italy two billion lire in ex- 
change for Italian Treasury bonds, 
and renounce her naval competition 
in the Mediterranean. 

“These reports, in addtion to be- 
ing untrue, are not even logical,” 
said the spokesman. “They are 
contrary to Italian policy under the 
Fascist regime, which has been not 
to accept foreign loans on_ the 
ground that interest payments 
would disturb the stability of the 
lira. 

“Moreover, if there is a question 
of borrowing money, there is plenty 
to be had on the internal market, 
as shown by Italy’s rapid increase 
in bank savings. 

“Whatever rapprochement may be 
reached during the visit here of 
French Foreign Minister Louis Bar- 
thou, it will not be in the nature of 
an alliance.” 

The spokesman intimated that 
Barthou will not come to Rome 
probably until November, since pre- 
liminary negotiations are proceed- 
ing slowly. 

This does not indicate negotia- 
tions are encountering obstacles, 
said the spokesman, but merely that 
there are so many details to be con- 
sidered concerning relations  be- 
tween the two countries that an 
outline for discussion could not be 
reached before that time.

Resulting From 


An Odd Cause 


An Example of How IIlness 
May Have Origin In Ob- 


scure Source.

7-YEAR-OLD Negro girl, un- 
A conscious following a series of 

convulsions, was brought into a 
Baltimore hospital. Not long after 
another child aged 10, with similar 
symptoms, entered another hospital 
not far away. In tracing the cause 
of these two attacks of illness, one 
of the most pathetic of the depres- 
sion stories was revealed. 

The first step was to determine 
the diagnosis, which was not easy 
because the stuporous condition of 
the patients prevented obtaining a 
history of the first symptoms and 
of aetivities which might have been 
the /cause. But finally, by blood 
tests and examination of the spinal 
fluid, it was determined that the 
cause was lead poisoning. 

Lead poisoning, especially in chil- 
dren, causes changes in the brain 
and meninges resulting in convul- 
sions and unconsciousness. In chil- 
dren the usual cause of lead poison- 
ing is eating the paint of the bed, 
crib or toys. 

A visit to the home of one of the 
patients failed to show any evidence 
of the usual sources of lead. Sev- 
eral members of the family were 
sick also, however, and a neighbor 
who helped the doctors investigate 
every room and article of furniture 
in the house finally made the sug- 
gestion that led to the true solution. 

He wondered if they could get 
sick from burning pieces of old 
batteries. “The smell was bad, even 
made the food taste; maybe they 
got sick from breathing in the vap-~- 
ors.” 

Storage battery casting, it was 
found, were used as fuel all over 
the neighborhood—in fact, all 
through the poorer districts of the 
city. It had been customary for 
junk dealers to give poor people the 
castings of discarded storage bat- 
teries after their lead plates had 
been removed for salvage. These 
castings carried a considerable de- 
posit of lead salts. They burned 
well, and in doing so gave off 
fumes that were saturated with 
lead, and which, on being inhaled, 
allowed the absorption of lead 
through the respiratory tract. This 
is the most frequent port of entry 
of lead into the body—the other two 
being by way of the digestive tract 
and the skin. 

There is every reason to suppose 
that this form of fuel will be used 
widely again this winter. Boards of 
health in most cities are controlling 
it by stopping it at the source—by 
informing junk dealers of the 
danger and obtaining their co-oper- 
ation in preventing the sale or, as 
was more usual, the free gift of 
these battery casings.

F. S. S.: “Is the avocado a fruit 
high in fat content or oil?
